the brow and a crowu upon tbe 


Tbe prophet tpeaks of the earrings 


which were worn by the women of Je- 
rusalem, but these omament* were worn 
by Jeweweg ages before the time of 


wkiel, even iu the days of Moaet and 


earlier yet. There were earring* among 
the other gifts in tbe oblation given to 
MOBBS, a* described in the book of Nam 
bar*. The first Biblical reference to 
them it in the part of Genesis which 
tell* how Rebekah obtained as a gift a 
"golden earring of half a shekel weight" 
from Abraham's servant, who "put it 
upon hor face." At a later period the 
patriarch Jacob procured all the ear- 


aga which belonged to his household 


and hid them under an oak tree. Sub- 
sequently to that time earrings am fre- 
quently spoken of iu the Bible. Even 
Job, 
the patient man of UK, must have 


owned a lot of them in the latter part of 
bis life, for when all his brethren and 
all his sisters aud all his acquaintances 
came-to comfort him under his afflic- 
tion* "every one of them gave him an 
earring of gold." 


In the very early periods of Jewish 


history women seem to have been as 
fond of dress and decorations as they 
are in modem times. When the daugh- 
ters <»f Jerusalem were appareled anc 
bejeweled in* the way described by 
Eaekiel, their garments and ornaments 
mast have been nearly ae expensive as 
those of the grand dames who now eh hit, 
iu society. The wearing of "divers col 
ors," however, docri not seem to have 
been a mark of honor.—New York Suu.

at Dashur, where relics einbellishtto. 
with the cross \v«re found. Some doubt 
has existed as to relics bearing the cross 
being genuine antique*. 1 have in my 
possession a relic from Nineveh clutched 
from destruction by my own baud while 
oxcavatiug a chamber in the southwest 
angle of northwest palace of Ninuod, 
one of the most ancient or Nineveh. 


This relic cannot be leas than 8,000 


years old. It has upon the upper surface 
the Maltese cross aud is surrounded by 
buds of some flower. It is a lamp of 
hard baked clay similar in material to 
the cylinders whereon is recorded the 
history of the tune. Iw antiquity, how- 
ever, has been doubted because it bears 
across. I can prove that the most ancient 
relics found both at Nineveh aud Baby- 
lon have the cross a» the most ancient 
emblem of the snu. 
It is seen on tbe 


necklace of tbe king and on the rock 
acnlperos of Bavian and elsewhere iu 
the ruins of Nineveh and vicinity.—

A United States district judge in 


Arkansas iwrtrncted a jury that every- 
where except within his own house the 
law require* a man to run away and do 
his best to escape from an assailant be- 
fore killing him. Tbe judge further 
said that when assaulted on bis own 
premises, but outside of his house, a 
man must show his sense of danger by 
efforts to escape before bis ulea that he 
killed his assailant to save mmself from 
great bodily harm can be accepted. 


This instruction was handed down 


from ancient times when weapons of 
assault consisted of knives, bludgeons, 
swords, etc., v(hich, an active man.had 
Hume chance of'escaping. But it is not 
applicable to these days of revolvers 
and Winchesters, whose bullet* no man 
can dodge or outrun, and the United 
States supreme court has sent it to the 
black letter lumber garret. 


Tbe man sentenced to eight years' 


imprisonment by the Arkansas judge 
obtained from the supreme court an or- 
der f of a new trial under a new instruc- 
tion. This new instruction declares that 
wherever a man may be, if be has a 
right to be there and if he has not him- 
self provoked the assault, tbe law justi- 
fies him in standing bis ground and 
killing his assailant provided the prov- 
able cironmstanct* are such as to satis- 
fy a jury that be had reasonable grounds 
fur believing aud acted ou the belief 
that the killing was necessary to protect 
himself from great bodily harm. 


Putting any further limitation on the 


•right to kill m self defense would abol- 
ish it altogether. Arkansas is only one 
of the many states in which a man may 
have to decide very hastily whether he 
shall be tried for killing a fellow citi- 
zen or let the fwllow citizen be tried for 
killing him. In these cases, with his 
attention exritedly fixed on his assail- 
ant, he has no time to get legal advice 
or to study the necessities of the situa- 
tion through the eyes of bystanders. 
Court and jnry will do that afterward, 
and hu is tun lor re.stnuTit enough when 
he kno\VN that in >nMi!j; him-solf from 
the }K;ril of the mouu-nT In- incur* the 
further peril of liaMtig to satisfy a jnry 
that his act as justified by the circuui-
